nist brainwashing is being delib­ 
erately dosed out to American 
fighting men to help brace them 
against 
mistreatment 
at 
t h e 
V iands of a ruthless enemy. 
blindfolding, 
forced 
marches 
barefoot, questioning 
for 
long 
hours, with little rest or water 
and no sleep. . . . 
These are some of the ‘‘rather 
rough brainwashing procedures” 
servicemen 
are 
being 
put 
through, Pentagon 
officials re­ 
veal. They said all branches of 
the armed 
forces 
have 
such 


training courses to prepare for 
a possible grim life as a prison­ 
er of war. The men are trin ed 
also in means of avoiding cap­ 
ture. 
Under the military code, a re­ 
vised version of which was pro­ 
claimed by President Eisenhow­ 
er Aug. 18, the 
serviceman 
is 
told to avoid capture if at all 
possible. And if he does fall pris­ 
oner, he is to avoid ‘‘to the ut­ 
most of my ability” telling the 
enemy more than the 
historic 
requirement of name, rank and 
serial number. 


Defense 
Department 
sources 
told of the *‘E and E ” (escape 
and evasion) training of some 
servicemen after N e w s w e e k 
magazine pulished a stark ac­ 
count of such a course at Stead 
Air Force Base 
outside 
Reno, 
Nev. 
The Newsweek article told of 
trainees forced to spend hours in 
a dark hole, up to their should­ 
ers in w ater, or in a ‘‘sweat box” 
where 
a 
man 
could 
neither 
stand, sit or lie down. 
Trainees were served uncook­ 
ed spinach and 
raw 
spaghetti 


and given frightening but harm­ 
less electric shocks and they got 
rough verbal treatment: 
‘‘A major who let slip that he 
had only an eighth-grade educa­ 
tion, and 
a 
lieutenant .whose 
membership card in Alcoholics 
Anonymous laid him 
open 
to 
ridicule about his weakness for 
alcohol, w ere 
ham peered 
until 
they talked just to end their 
humiliation. 
‘‘A bachelor lieutenant, badg­ 
ered until he became convinced 
he could not find a girl because 
his face had been deformed in a 


childhood accident, finally broke 
up in tears.” 
The Air Force declined com ­ 
ment on the Newsweek account 
but said that 5f it is accurate 
some changes may be made at 
Stead. It summoned 
the 
base 
commander, Col. Burton E Mc­ 
Kenzie, to Washington to check 
on the story. Newsweek said it 
was 
accurate 
and 
had 
been 
cleared by the Pentagon. 
It reported that ‘‘some 29,000 
men have safely withstood the 
17-day course” at Stead and that 
none of the trainees has formal­ 


ly complained of tough treat­ 
ment. 
McKenzie, himself a prisoner

The Navy told of training ex­ 
ercises conducted periodically at 


Camp Mackall, N. C., in cooper­ 
ation with Army troops from Ft. 
Bragg, N. C. 
It said Navy and Marine air­ 
men are first trained 
in 
map 
reading, 
firemaking, 
catching 
and cooking game, camouflage, 
and the like. 
Then, in teams 
of 
two, 
the 
men are put out 
into 
‘‘enemy 
territory.” The “ enem y” tries to 
capture them, and if successful 
then goes to work on them in a 
manner 
calculated 
to 
stiffen

their resistance to possible Red 
“brainwashing.”

The service’s weekly report on 
polio cases listed by the states 
showed 2,033 in the week ended 
Sept. 3, with no figures in from 
Nebraska and Montana. In the

were 2,101 cases. 
The cases 
reported last 
week 
represented a drop of 256 from 
the week ended Aug. 27, or a drop 
of 242 if Nebraska and Montana 
were excluded. 
“This would appear to indicate 
that the peak of incidence for the 
country as a whole was reached 
in the week ended Aug. 27,” the 
weekly report said today. 
There were 2,289 cases reported 
in the week ended Aug. 27, the rec­ 
ord for 1955 and the only 
week 
since early June in which the 1955 
cases exceeded those in the com­ 
parable 1954 week.

G. Mennen 
Williams of Michigan for the 15- 
j day 
extension 
of 
the 
20-year 
! old agreement. 
Although he had to receive the 
Michigan request, Lausche said he 
had conferred with Gov. Williams 
over the possible extension. 
“If there is any possibility of 
reaching 
an amicable 
solution 
of the problem, it should be ex­ 
plored,” Lausche said. “ An ex­ 
tension meets with my concur­ 
rence.” 
Another source said the commu­ 
nication from Michigan’s recipro­ 
city board to a similar Ohio board 
said the extension had been grant­ 
ed. 
Chairman Robert L. Moulton of 
the Ohio Board said he has not re­ 
ceived the communication and de- denies, 
dined comment. 
Lausche said that any time ex­ 
tension would apply only to Michi­ 
gan in the absence of similar re­ 
quests from other states. 
Ohio notified 20 states it would 
cancel reciprocity pacts with them 
as of midnight tonight unless there 
were changes so Ohio could con­ 
tinue to collect an axle tax on big 
trucks, a weight-distance levy.

“If something isn’t done soon, 
the whole organization will go out, 
from Canada to Texas.” 
Bradley told cheering dock work­ 
ers he would not recommend a re­ 
sumption of work until the gover­ 
nors of New York and New Jer­ 
sey met with the union.

Old Jalopies Ruled Off Ohio Turnpike 


COLUMBUS (P*—If the family 
chariot is a jalopy or if it has 
smooth tires, don’t expect to be 
allowed on the Ohio Turnpike. 
And, if your automotive equip­ 
ment is good enough to be per- 
nutted 
on 
the 
superhighway 
opening Oct. I, don’t expect to 
use the new turnpike to find out 
how fast your car will go. The 
speed limit is 65 mph—period. 
This was the word today from 
James W. Shocknessy, chairman 
of the Ohio Turnpike Commis­ 


sion. After studying reports of 
an accident 
increase 
on 
the 
Pennsylvania 
T u r n p i k e last 
month, Shocknessy declared: 
“ Some scanning will be done 
by the operating organization of 
the Ohio Turnpike 
Commission 
so that insofar as possible in 
herently dangerous vehicles will 
be excluded from the Ohio Turn- 
Ike. 
“Not only 
spied 
but 
faulty 
tires and worn-out vehicles were 
responsible in a great measure 


for the increase in accidents on 
the Pennsylvania Turnpike 
last 
month. 
“The increase in accidents on 
that highway has given all of us 
a great deal of concern and we 
shall insist that no margin of 
speed in excess of the limitations 
established by our 
commission 
be permitted on the Ohio Turn­ 
pike. 
"The speed limits on the Ohio 
Turnpike are 65 miles per hour 
for passenger vehicles 
and 
55 


miles per hour for trucks.” 
Then Shocknessy warned: 
"I know that it is customary 
in many instances for law en* 
forsement officers to permit dri­ 
vers to exceed the speed ceiling 
by a few miles. We shall not tol­ 
erate any such excesses on the 
Ohio Turnpike, however, and we 
shall also expect to make some 
kind of a spot check on the qual­ 
ity of vehicles entering the road 
so as to protect their operators 
and others on the highway.”

Charlie Chaplin Beater 
Known Than Jesus, Says 
Bishop From Brazil 


HONOLULU UP-A bishop from 
Brazil is urging the 
Protestant 
church to increase-its efforts in 
Latin America where the Roman 
Catholic church is strong. 
The Rt. Rev. Louis C. Melcher, 
bishop of the missionary district of 
central Brazil, told the 58th general 
convert’on of the Protestant Epis­ 
copal Church: 
“Charlie Chaplin is better known 
in South America than Jesus Christ. 
Twenty years of use of the c’nema 
have made the comedian better 
known to South Americans than 
four centuries of Roman catholic­ 
ism have been able to do for Christ. 
“The opportunity that confronts 
the Episcopal Church in all these 
areas is as unlimited as the skies." 
Bishop Melcher declared that the 
Roman Catholic Church was a “re­ 
ligion of exploit'ticn and supersti­ 
tio n , a religion that continues mid­ 
dle age practices." 
The bishop said that the “holy 
Roman father" in a social broad­ 
cast to the Roman Cathole Church’s 
36th eucharistic congress in Rio De 
Janeiro e"ri>er this veer had called 
protestantism, 
communism 
and 
spiritualism the three great ene­ 
mies of the church. 
“Particularly." Bishop Melcher 
said, “are communism and spiritu­ 
alism — with which the Roman 
Church is so beset in Latin Ameri­ 
ca — the national children of any 
church and faith that fails to meet 
the mental, moral and spiritual 
needs of humanity." 
He estimated the Roman Catho­ 
lic Church had 25,000 priests for 
150 million communicants in Latin 
America 
compared 
with

priests for 35 million communicants 
in the United States.

He presided over House sessions 
of the Republican-dominated 101st 
General Assembly and has indicat­ 
ed a desire for a repeat perform­ 
ance in the 102nd. 
Anticipating a Republican - con­ 
trolled Legislature in 1957, Cloud 
said he will ask the commission 
to tackle some toughies the last 
session failed to request. 
One will be a look into state 
highway department planning and

They find your blood has a “pro­ 
tein type," in addition to the usual 
A, B, AB or O type of blood. Your 
A-B-0 blood type is governed by 
the kind of red blood cells you 
ba e inherited. 
The scientists find you also in­ 
herit one of three types of particu­ 
lar proteins, never before detect­ 
ed, which float in the serum or 
liquid part of your blood. 
Paternity tests are based on an­ 
alyzing the red cell blood types of 
a man and woman and then seeing 
whether the child could be their 
offspring. 
These tests can only disprove 
that one individual man could not 
be the father of a child by one in­ 
dividual woman. They cannot prove 
be is not the father if the child 
happens to have a blood type 
which could have resulted from the

A ROCKET EXPERT says problems of 
taking off into outer space will be solved 
before a great many years have passed. 
But how to get back to terra firma again 
is something else. 
Research has been concentrated on the 
outward thrust, but little is known about 
making a U-turn somewhere in the sidere­ 
al universe and heading back home again.

NO MONUMENT 
AMERICA has become more history­ 
conscious in recent years, with monuments 
and memorials and parks being set up on 
hundreds of spots to record for all time— 
or at any rate for the immediate future— 
what occurred there.

Vitamin C Essential 
To A Child's Health 
By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
IF the warm sum m er w eather 
makes your youngster thirsty, 
give him a glass of orange juice. 
I t’s a th irst quencher and a body 
builder, too. Orange juice is rich 
in vitam in C, which is especially 
essential for babies and children. 
This vitam in is also needed in 
the form ation of intercellular 
m aterial in cartilage and bone 
and it helps tooth formation, 
bone growth and repair. It is re­ 
quired in all fibrous tissues of 
the body. 


A lda Healing 
Vitamin C helps prevent bruises 
and aids in healing wounds. It is 
also necessary for m aintaining 
gums in proper condition and it 
helps m aintain the strength of 
the walls of the blood vessels. 
Yet, as im portant as Vitamin C 
is to youngsters, few of them get 
enough of it. 
A six-year study of 2,550 chil­ 
dren ranging in age from 2 to 18 
years, showed th at far less than 
half of them were m eeting the 
daily 
am ounts of 
vitam in C 
recommended by the Food and 
Nutrition Board of the National 
Research CounciL 
Lack of Vitamins 
While the younger children 
fared pretty well as a group, the 
teen-agers showed a distressing 
lack of vitam in C intake. Not a 
single boy of IS or 14 m et the 
recommended daily vitam in C 
requirem ents. Girls did a little 
better, but not much. 
Beginning about the age of 12 


and 
extending through 
theft 
teens, children are growing in 
size and developing physiologi­ 
cally more rapidly th an any other 
age group. Because of this rapid 
growth, they need vitam ins more 
than ever. 
B ut w hat do they do? 
. They eat far too m any meals 
away from horn*— at parties, ball 
games, outings—away from par­ 
ental supervision. It is extremely 
difficult for them to m aintain a 
well-rounded diet. 
Between Meal Snacks 
These same studies show that 
teen-agers, especially those in the 
13 to 15 age bracket, are most 
likely to eat between-meal snacks. 
So, encourage your youngster to 
take a t least one glass of orange 
juice a day with or between meals. 
T hat one glass will give him his 
dally vitam in C requirements. 
G rapefruit, too, is rich In this 
essential vitamin. 
One more thing. If you use 
fresh or canned orange juice, be 
sure to store immediately in the 
refrigerator any juice th at is left 
over. And cover It with a plate. 
This helps prevent It from losing 
m uch of its vitam in C content. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER

Eisenhower could hardly throw 
away that power by offering to 
disarm the United States to such 
an extent that it couldn’t protect 
itself and its friends from a sur­ 
prise attack. 
Before the United States does 
any disarming at all it would have 
to be sure the Russians did the 
same. That means some system 
of inspection, from the air or other­ 
wise, to make cheating difficult 
if not impossible.

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Committee Reports County’s Fatals Due To ‘Human Error’ 


Traffic Safety 


Group Surveys 
1955 Situation 


Conclusion Reached 
Part O f Sum mary 
O f Activities So Far 


(Second in a series) 
Pickaw ay 
County’s 
14 
traffic 
fatalities in 1955 have all been due 
to “ hum an e rro r” , according to a 
report issued 
by the 
Pickaway 
County Traffic Safety com m ittee. 
(The report was issued recent­ 
ly as a summary of the group’s 
activities to date. In a previous 
article, that portion of the report 
dealing 
with 
action 
taken 
on 
more than 19 proposals and sug­ 
gestions presented to the group 
was discussed.) 
Jack Dalton presented 
the 
re­ 
port to the 
com m ittee 
following 
his special appointm ent to inves­ 
tigate all traffic fatalities in the 
county this year. A re-cap of the 
fatals is as follows: 
Jan. 21—A passenger in a car 
w^s killed when the auto went out 
of control and overturned on Route 
23 north of Gold Cliff P ark. 
Jan. 25—A trucker went over an 
em bankm ent and drowned in a 
creek east of Circleville on Route 
22. 
Jan. 30—A motorist was killed 
in a crash on Route 62 southwest 
of Harrisburg. 
Feb. 2—A motorist 
apparently 
had an epileptic fit or fell asleep 
and his parked car rolled down a 
hill and plunged into Deer Creek at 
the western edge of Williamsport 
drowning the driver. 
March 6—A driver and his pas­ 
senger were killed in a collision 
on Route 23 south of Route 762. 
March 16—A passenger in a car 
died three days after a collision at 
the intersection of the Circleville- 
Lockbourne Rd. 
and the Harris- 
burg-Fairfield Rd. north of Ash­ 
ville. 
April 5—A passenger died when 
a car went out of control a n d 
overturned down an embankment 
on Route 23 south of South Bloom­ 
field. 
June 8—One person died 
t h e 
sam e day and another almost a 
week later as the result of a col­ 
lision at the intersection of Routes 
56 and 104 west of Circleville. 
July 4—At the 
same 
intersec­ 
tion, three persons died as the re­ 
sult of an almost identical collision.

no further comment other than the 
cause was “a result of human er­ 
ror, mostly a disregard of warning

The com m it­ 
tee held that since the m easure 
was turned down by the Legisla­ 
ture that the com m ittee did 
not 


feel it was proper to hold any dis­ 
cussion on the subject. 
Linzell, 
meanwhile,

nounced th a t he is installing 
an 
unofficial dem erit plan sim ilar to 
the rejected one. Under 
such 
a 
plan, drivers obtaining six dem er­ 
its would receive w arnings while 
those with 12 dem erits w'ould 
be 
called in to take a driv er’s exam ­ 
ination.

UNOFFICIALLY, these drivers 
with 12 dem erits would be consid­ 
ered “ incom petent” and therefore 
giving the state highway safety di­ 
rector the legal right to m ake a 
motorist take a driver’s test. 
Governor Lausehe has urged all 
traffic safety com m ittees through­ 
out the state 
“ to explore 
every 
means which has been suggested 
as. . .helpful in reducing accidents 
and to recom m end w hat, in their 
opinion, ought to be done.”
